City-owned 
Starbucks stirs 
up questions 

O Servus Place location unfair competition: St. Albert councillor 
O City plans to use profits to offset recreation centre annual deficit 


Trouble is brewing over plans for 
a new Starbucks in St. Albert. 

Council voted last week to open 
a city-owned location later this 
year at Servus Credit Union Place, 
a multi-purpose recreation facili¬ 
ty. 

Christine Rasmussen, general 
manager of the Sturgeon Valley 
Athletic Club, said the move is a 
“slap in the face” to businesses 
not consulted. 

The club has been serving Star- 
bucks for four years. 

“It just seems inappropriate 
that after private individuals have 
put forward their own capital, the 
city is getting into the coffee busi¬ 
ness,” said Rasmussen. 

Council voted on the issue July 
4, and the papers were signed at 
Starbucks head office in 
Seattle two days later, said Coun. 
Malcolm Parker, who requested 
to see the documents and hopes 


to see them this week. 

But according to the City of St. 
Albert, the alternate revenue will 
be beneficial, as a projected aver¬ 
age profit of $90,000 per year in 
the first five years will be applied 
to the Servus Place deficit. 

Coun. Cam MacKay is worried 
about using taxpayer dollars 
because there is a “fair amount of 
risk involved.” 

“This isn’t something people 
expect a municipal government 
to get into,” he said. “Typically this 
is an area the private sector would 
serve quite well.” 

There are other Starbucks loca¬ 
tions in St. Albert, along with Sec¬ 
ond Cup, Tim Hortons and inde¬ 
pendent coffee shops. Parker said 
there are plans for a new Tim Hor¬ 
tons a mere block from Servus 
Place, while another shop is sched¬ 
uled to open nearby.

Grad student Salah Rah¬ 
mani plans to starve him¬ 
self back into his 
University of Alberta de¬ 
partment. 

The former cell biology 
master’s student said he 
was asked to leave his 
program last summer for 
threatening to file a hu¬ 
man rights complaint. 

“I am continuing my 
hunger strike until 1 get 
back into my program,” 
said Rahmani. 

Rahmani, 38, alleged 
his troubles started when 
he complained about 
discriminating remarks 
by faculty. 

When he refused to 
sign an apology, he said 


he was asked to leave. 

“1 believe they just 
wanted to get rid of me 
because 1 was going to file 
a human rights com¬ 
plaint,” said Rahmani, 
who said he did so last 
May. 

He transferred to labo¬ 
ratory medicine and 
pathology but has not 
found a supervisor, which 
he needs to complete his 
studies. 

“They are just trying to 
discourage me,” said Rah¬ 
mani. 

Deb Hammacher, 
spokesperson for the 
University of Alberta, said 
the hunger strike is 
troubling. 

“The university is con¬ 
cerned for his well-being, 
as we would for any mem¬ 
ber of our community.”

A heartbroken Hamid 
Karzai stood weeping in 
his murdered half broth¬ 
er’s open grave in Kanda¬ 
har yesterday as one of 
southern Afghanistan’s 
mightiest power brokers, 
felled by the point-blank 
bullets of a confidante- 
turned-assassin, was laid 
to rest. 

Beyond the confines of 
the sprawling government 
guest house where the 
Afghan president was 
grieving, however, few 
were shedding a tear for 
Ahmed Wali Karzai. 

“My message to the Tal¬ 


iban, my brothers, is that 
they should stop killing 
their own people,” presi¬ 
dent Karzai told the gath¬ 
ered mourners. 

Beyond the walls of the 
compound known as 
Mandigak Palace, an eerie 
silence fell over a city 
gripped with the fear of 
retaliatory violence fol¬ 
lowing Tuesday’s assassi¬ 
nation, which was carried 
out by a close Karzai asso¬ 
ciate. 

The streets of the 
provincial capital were 
empty and most shops 
closed in anticipation of a

bloody backlash — a testa¬ 
ment to the power Karzai, 
a political kingpin, wield¬ 
ed when he was alive. 

Few in Kandahar city 
were untouched by his in¬ 
fluence and business deal¬ 
ings, which is why he was 
so deeply respected and 
even feared, said Amatul- 
lah, a baker in the city’s 


commercial district. 

Asked whether Ahmed 
Wali was loved, Amatul- 
lah’s gaze fell to the 
ground. 

“No, I don’t think so,” 
he said. “No one was sor¬ 
ry, because of his charac¬ 
ter.” 

Known by his initials 
AWK, Karzai practised a 
bare-knuckle style of poli¬ 
tics viewed by many ordi¬ 
nary people as intended to 
benefit primarily himself 
and his brother, rather 
than Kandahar province 
itself.

The attacks 
came just months after 
peace talks resumed 
between India and 
Pakistan.

The first blast 
struck the Jhaveri Bazaar at 
6:54 p.m., tearing through 
the famed jewehy market. 
A minute later, a blast hit 
the busy business district of 
Opera House, several kilo¬ 
metres away in southern 
Mumbai. 

At 7:05 p.m., the third 
bomb exploded in the 
crowded neighbourhood of 
Dadar in central Mumbai, 
police said.

said the blasts killed 2i 
people and wounded 141 
others. 

► Major attack. The blasts 
marked the first major 
attack on Mumbai since 
10 militants laid siege to 
India's financial capital for 
60 hours in November 
2008 . That attack, which 
targeted two luxury 
hotels, a Jewish centre 
and a busy train station, 
killed 166 people and es¬ 
calated tensions between 
India and Pakistan.

Boyfriend killer 
sent back to jail 


O Father says he shot daughter’s boyfriend to save her 
from drugs O Sentence brings some closure to 2 families 


A Saskatchewan father 
who said he shot his 
daughter’s bo 3 dfiend to 
save her from drugs is go¬ 
ing back to jail. 

It’s an apparent end to a 
long and emotional legal 
battle for two families. 

Kim Walker, 54, was 
sentenced yesterday to 
eight years in prison after 
a jury found him guilty of 
manslaughter in the 2003 
death of James Ha)Avard. 

Justice Ellen Gunn in 
Yorkton deducted six and a 
half years for the more 
than three years Walker 
has already spent in jail. 
He’ll serve another 18 
months. 

Court heard during the 
trial in May that Walker 
shot Ha 3 rward five times — 
and then leaned down and 
drew a bloody cross on the 
d 5 dng man’s forehead. 

Jadah Walker was 16 
when she moved into Hay¬ 
ward’s home in Yorkton. 
He was 24. 

Court heard that Walk¬ 
er feared for his daughter’s 
life as well as his own. 

He testified that Jadah 
was doing drugs after mov¬ 
ing in with Ha 3 rward. He 
had tried to get police and 


school counsellors to help, 
but no one did. 

At one point. Walker pe¬ 
titioned to have his daugh¬ 
ter held for 72 hours in a 
psychiatric ward. By then 
her weight had dropped to 
about 95 pounds from 135. 

She went back to Hay¬ 
ward’s house shortly after 
she was released — the day 
of the shooting. 

Jadah Walker testified 
that Ha 3 rward was a “bad 
infiuence” on her life — he

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sold drugs and injected her 
with morphine. She also 
testified that Ha 3 rward had 
threatened her parents. 

She said her father 
came to Ha 3 Avard’s house 
on the day of the shooting 
and pleaded with her to 
come home. 

She said Ha 3 ^ard yelled 
at her father to get out of 
the house. That’s when her 
dad grabbed his gun and 
started firing, she said. 

Both the Walker and 
Ha 5 Avard families seemed 
relieved with the sentence. 

“As long as he’s back in 
jail. I’m OK,” said Hay¬ 
ward’s mother, Lorrie Get¬ 
ty. 

Jadah said: “Personally I 
think that’s a huge victory 
for my family. 

“I’m a little bit unsatis¬ 
fied that he has to go back 
in, but given that she’s 
crediting him for six and a 
half years is phenomenal. 

“And you know, 18 
months, we can work with 
18 months.” 

Defence lawyer Balfour 
Der argued that Walker 
acted in self-defence. 

“I think the sentence is 
too high for this man in 
these circumstances. He 
should have got the mini¬ 
mum as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned,” he said. 

Der said Walker has 30 
days to decide if he wants 
to appeal.

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Google faces off 


O Google co-founder and CEO Larry Page has made 
social networking a top priority O Accessing social 
data could help Plus rise to the top, say analysts 


Google didn’t build its new 
Plus service simply to have 
an online hangout like 
Facebook. 

Rather, Google’s new so¬ 
cial-networking endeavour 
is trying to gain valuable in¬ 
sights into people’s lives 
and relationships. This 
could help the company do 
a better job of targeting ads 
so that advertisers would 
pay more and have less rea¬ 
son to spend on Facebook. 

If it succeeds, Plus repre¬ 
sents Google’s best shot yet 
at muscling into a market 
that has threatened to top¬ 
ple the Internet search and 
advertising leader, as Face- 
book leads the way in mak¬ 
ing the online world social. 

On the surface, Plus is 
reminiscent of Facebook — 
with a Google touch. It lets 
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people share photos and 
status messages, chat with 
friends and acquaintances 
and follow news updates. A 
prominent feature called 
circles allows users to or¬ 


ganize the people they in¬ 
teract with into groups, 
such as family, close friends 
or fishing buddies. Users 
can choose to share things 
only among certain circles. 

Google Plus is still in a re¬ 
stricted, test phase. Only 
time will tell if it takes off 
among the broader public 
or if it’s too little, too late to 
face off with Facebook and 
Twitter on the social front. 

Response to Google Plus 
has been positive. But that’s 
no guarantee for success. 

“Google needs to have a 
social strategy that is rele¬ 
vant to Google and the way 
people use Google applica¬ 
tions,” said Susan Etlinger, 
analyst at Altimeter Group. 
“That’s veiy different from 
how people use Facebook.”

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Media mogul backs down on bid 

In a stunning retreat, Rupert Murdoch's News Corp. dropped its bid yesterday to 
take full control of British Sky Broadcasting during what the prime minister 
called a political and media “firestorm” over phone hacking at one of the media 
baron's U.K. newspapers. Murdoch stepped back from making potentially his 
biggest, most lucrative acquisition, accepting that he couldn't win British 
government approval of the takeover since the country's major political parties 
are united against it.

WHAT’S BUGGING YOU? 

What do mosquitoes like 
more than clean, human 
skin? Stinky socks. Scien¬ 
tists think the musky 
odour of human feet can 
be used to attract and kill 
mosquitoes that cany 
deadly malaria. The 
Gates Foundation 
announced yesterday it 
will help fund one such 
project in Tanzania. 

The traps could 
provide the first practical 
way of controlling malar¬ 
ia infections outside. 

Dutch scientist Dr. 

Bart Knols first 
discovered mosquitoes 
were attracted to foot 
odour by standing in a 
dark room naked and ex¬ 
amining where he was 
bitten, said Dr. Fredros 
Okumu, the head of the 
research project at Tanza¬ 
nia’s Ifakara Health Insti¬ 
tute. But over the 
following 15 years, 
researchers struggled to 
put the knowledge to 
use. 

Then Okumu discov¬ 
ered that the stinky smell 
— which he replicates us¬ 
ing a careful blend of 
eight chemicals — 
attracts mosquitoes to a 
trap where they can be 
poisoned. The odour of 
human feet attracted 
four times as many mos¬ 
quitoes as a human vol¬ 
unteer.

O Stars of MTV Canada’s hit series struggle to raise 
their toddlers while dealing with tabloid attention 


People tend to stare at 19- 
year-old Maci Bookout. 

“If I go grocery shop¬ 
ping or something it’s not 
that bad but on the week¬ 
ends that Bentley’s dad has 
him and me and my 
friends go out ... to a club 
or something I can tell 
that people are watching 
to see how I’m going to act 
or what I’m going to do,” 
says Bookout, of Chat¬ 
tanooga, Tenn., mother of 
a two-year-old named Bent¬ 
ley and one of the stars of 
MTV’s Teen Mom, a reality 
show about kids with kids. 

Bookout and her co- 
stars, Farrah Abraham, Am¬ 
ber Portwood and Catel 5 mn 
Lowell, first made their TV 
debut on another MTV real¬ 
ity show, 16 and Pregnant. 
The series was so successful 
that the network tapped 
them to star in the Teen 
Mom spin-off. Nielsen re¬ 
ports some 3.65 million 
viewers tuned in to its third 
season premiere on July 5. 

Viewers watched Lowell 
and her boyfriend Tyler 
grieve over the daughter 


they gave up for adoption 
(they maintain they made 
the right decision), Abra¬ 
ham’s ups and downs with 
her mother (one alterca¬ 
tion between the two led 
to her mom being charged 
with assault) and Bookout 
navigate co-parenting with 
her ex-fiance Ryan. 

Motherhood has made 
the teens instant celebri¬ 
ties, with tabloids and 
bloggers hot on their trail 
at every change or rumour 
in their lives. 

“Like moving or mar¬ 
riage or are we pregnant 
again,” says Abraham, 20, 
who has a two-year-old 
daughter named Sophia. 

But Abraham doesn’t 
think having a baby 
should make her a celebri¬ 
ty or a role model for other 
teens. “By no means do we 
think, ‘Oh, it’s cool to be a 
teen mom.’ I definitely 
don’t think that it’s cool.” 

Lowell, 19, from Port 
Huron, Mich., has used her 
celebrity to help teens be¬ 
come more knowledgeable 
about safe sex and the re¬ 


sponsibilities of parent¬ 
hood. She speaks to teens 
at high schools and 
churches about teen preg¬ 
nancy and the various op¬ 
tions available. 

“All of us kind of agree 
on one thing. As long as 
the show is doing its job as 
far as preventing teen 
pregnancy and stays edu¬ 
cational the show will con¬ 
tinue,” says Bookout. 

But celebrity hasn’t 
been as easy for all the 
teens, particularly 21-year- 
old Portwood, of Ander¬ 
son, Ind., who was given 
probation in June after 
pleading guilty to two do¬ 
mestic battery charges 
against Gary Shirley, the 
father of her child. The in¬ 
cidents aired on the reality 
show. The following week, 
Shirley called 911, fearing 
Portwood was about to 
hurt herself. The reality 
star was hospitalized and 
is now undergoing treat¬ 
ment at a rehab facility.

Whether you want Kate 
Middleton’s regal arches or 
the wild, wolf-like gaze of 
model Natalia Vodianova, 
the first step is to stop over¬ 
plucking and let your 
eyebrows grow.

Identify your face shape 

“You need to create propor¬ 
tion,” Hodonou says. “On a 
long, angular face, a curved 
brow will add roundness and 
softness. On a more rounded 
face, straight brows will cre¬ 
ate a more angular, defined 
structure.” 


Choose the right colour 

“Stick to shades of brown 
and stay clear of black, as 
this will bring harshness to 
the face, even on natural 


brunettes,” he says. “Blondes 
should go for a shade just a 
little darker than their natu¬ 
ral colour, such as light 
brown.” 

3 

Create your shape 

“Thickly draw in the shape 
you want with an eyebrow 
pencil or some loose 
powder. 1 don’t use a liquid 
eyeliner pen because it does¬ 
n’t look natural. Apply a lot 
of colour on the top half of 
the eyebrow (not under) as 
this will help lengthen and 
widen your gaze. Once you 
reach the tip of the eyebrow, 
never go too low because it 
will drag the eye down.” 

4 

Tap it out 

“Aim for natural, not drag 
queen. Tap and brush the 
colour using your fingers 
and then use a Qrtip to 
remove any excess. Use the 
Q:tip to blend in the colour 
and avoid graphic straight 
lines that look fake,” he 
says.

Once clad in Saved-by-the 
Bell-inspired parachute 
pants and keyboard ties, 
fashion guru Carson Kress¬ 
ley committed fashion 
faux-pas too. 

“I do make mistakes 
and I think that’s some¬ 
thing people shouldn’t be 
so afraid of,” he said. “I’d 
rather see a mistake being 
made because someone’s 
experimenting and enjoy¬ 
ing the process than al¬ 
ways being so safe and 
boring.” 

And that’s what he 
brings with him to all the 
towns he visits for his new 
OWN network show Car- 
son Nation, spicing up the 
lives of hardworking indi¬ 
viduals with a little fun, 
style and humour. He does 


what he calls “make-bet¬ 
ters” to help people 
change their lives for the 
better. From fashion inter¬ 
ventions to interior de¬ 
sign, Kressley does 
whatever the situation 
calls for. 

He rolls into each town 
to find individuals with 
the most inspiring stories 
who could use a helping 
hand. 

“We talk to people and 
local officials to find out 
who really needs a 
makeover. It’s not just who 
has a bad perm, it’s who 
has a great story, who’s in¬ 
spiring,” he said. “We have 
amazing transformations 
both on the outside, but I 
think more importantly, 
on the inside.” 

Kressley is no stranger 
to makeovers, with years 
of experience as the host 
of Queer Eye.

“People just stop paying 
attention,” he said.

Anyone

one home over another. 

“The biggest mistake 
people make when choos¬ 
ing hardwood flooring is 
that they tiy to follow 
short-lived trends,” says 
hardwood flooring expert 
Bill Schinas of Smithwood 
Floors in Etobicoke, Ont. 

“Choosing a wood t 5 Ape 


and stain colour that be¬ 
longs in the architectural 
style of your home will al¬ 
low the wood floors to last 
a lifetime.” 

Here’s a few of this floor¬ 
ing guru’s dos and don’ts 
when choosing hardwood. 

Do: Choose a wood type that 
is suitable for your lifestyle. 

Most open-concept style 
homes work best with a 
hardwood like oak or 
maple. Oak tends to give a 
more traditional feel to the 
house while maple floors 
offer a more contemporaiy 
feel. 

Don’t: Choose your wood 
type around your decor 
scheme, but around the 
era/architecture of your 
home. 

If you live in a modem con¬ 
do, then choose a trendy 


flooring choice like grey- 
stained maple flooring. If 
you’re bu 3 dng an art-and- 
crafts style home then a 
deep cheny wood flooring 
would be most suitable. 

Do: Follow trends of light or 
dark flooring as these tend to 
stick around for a long time. 

The trend to dark wood 
has been around for about 
10 years and slightly 
lighter tones are now 
emerging. 

Don’t: Choose wide planked 
floor boards just because 
they are a trend. 

They can make a small 
space feel smaller and will 
not suit the scale of most 
rooms in the new condos 
and homes. 

Wide planked floors 
will always look great in 
either traditional or 


industrial style homes. 

Do: Consider stain colours 
like walnut as it is the most 
neutral of all the stain 
colours. 

Note that cherry stains 
will have a more orange 
colour, mahogany will 
have more red and 
driftwood will have more 
grey (which is a big trend 
right now, but I think it 
will be short-lived). 

Don’t: Allow your decorator 
to choose your wood type 
and stain. 

If building a house and 
working with a designer 
and architect, allow your 
architect to make the 
flooring suggestion. 

They will not be as 
affected by trends and will 
incorporate the flooring 
choice into the integrity of

the house’s architectural 
scheme. 

Do: Consider installing unfin¬ 
ished hardwood flooring. 

Although there is more 
work to install on site, it 
will look more profession¬ 
al. The wood strip lengths 


are longer and they can be 
sanded and stained many 
times over the floor’s life¬ 
time. 

Pre-finished flooring of¬ 
ten has microbevels be¬ 
tween the planks, making 
it more difficult to sand 
and stain in the future.

DIY IDEAS 


Backyard sandboxes are an 
easy and inexpensive way 
to provide hours of fiin 
and creativity for kids. 

Building a sandbox is 
just one of many projects 
landscape contractor 
Ahmed Hassan has com¬ 
pleted for his show Yard 
Crashers. 

In each episode, he goes 
home with an unsuspect¬ 
ing home improvement 
store shopper to transform 
their backyard. 

The Perfect Spot 

Before you build an 5 Ahing, 
decide on the location and 
size of your sandbox. 

Consider the amount of 


shade for children playing, 
line of sight for adults 
watching, and drainage in 
your yard. 

Once the position has 
been determined, dig a 
three-inch deep square 
hole in the area. 

Build the Box 

Use four pieces of 2x6 un¬ 
treated or non-toxic treat¬ 
ment wood in the length 
that will fit your location. 

Ensure that the natural 
curve of each board faces 
inwards to prevent warp¬ 
ing. 

Attach the pieces with 
nails or screws, putting 
them in place at three 
points from top to bottom 
along each edge. 

Use garden tarp or 
weed-blocking tarp — not 
plastic tarp — to cover the 


bottom of the box. 

This will allow for 
drainage and prevent 
muddiness in the sandbox. 

Simply lay it over the 
bottom of the box you 
have built and staple from 
one side to the other. Flip 
it over and place in the 
hole you have dug. 

Fill the box with “play 
sand,” available in most 
home improvement 
stores. 

This is a natural product 
that is fine in texture and 
most commonly used in 
sandboxes. 

Protect the Box 

Sandboxes must be 
covered when not in use to 
prevent any foreign 
objects from getting 
inside. 

This is especially impor¬ 


in the sandbox 



tant in neighbourhoods 
where local animals may 
decide to use it as a litter 
box. 

To do this, simply 
obtain a sheet of pressure- 
treated pl 5 Avood matching 


the dimensions of your 
box, and drill two holes six 
inches apart on both sides. 

String marine-grade 
rope through these holes 
to create handles for easy 
movement. 


Place it overtop to pro¬ 
tect the sandbox. Your 
sandbox is now complete 
and ready for fun!

But as increased travel 
and waves of new immi¬ 
grants coaxed Americans 
to be more adventurous, 
Italian food found its way 
onto American tables — 
and into their hearts. Dur¬ 
ing the 1960s and ‘70s, re¬ 
tailers began marketing 
"healthy" Italian ingredi¬ 
ents, such as olive oil. And 
during the 1980s, big- 
name chefs like Wolfgang 
Puck adapted and en¬ 
hanced foods like pizza, 
giving them culinary credi¬ 
bility and pushing them 
into the mainstream. 

“Italian food appeals to 
such a broad spectrum,” 
says Jonathan Waxman of 
the New York restaurant 
Barbuto. “It appeals to 
kids, snobby people, rustic 
diners. It appeals to big 
groups, or an elegant din¬ 
ner. It goes the full gamut.” 

Waxman’s new book, 
Italian May Way, adapts 


the simplicity, seasonality 
and, most of all, the spon¬ 
taneity of Italian dishes to 
American sensibilities. 

Among the recipes is 
this Angel Hair Pasta with 
Crab, Jalapeno and Mint. 

Preparation: 

I ln bowl, combine crab- 
meat, jalapeno, garlic, 
mint, butter. Set aside. 

2 Bring a large saucepan 
of salted water to a boil. 
Cook pasta according to 
package directions, 
about 3 minutes. When 
pasta is al dente (still 
slightly firm at the cen¬ 
tre), do not strain. Use 
tongs or a slotted spoon 
to scoop out pasta and 
add it to crab mixture. 
Toss, then add lemon 
juice. Season with salt.

Although it seems the 
sides have agreed on the 
basic elements of how to 
split more than $9 billion 
US in annual revenues, 
there are still key sticking 
points on how to structure 
a new rookie salaiy system 
and what free agency will 
look like. 


In a statement released 
to The Associated Press via 
the NFL Players Associa¬ 
tion, New England’s Brady, 
Indianapolis’ Manning and 
New Orleans’ Brees said: 
“We believe the overall 
proposal made by the play¬ 
ers is fair for both sides 


and it is time to get this 
deal done.” 

They continued: “This is 
the time of year we as play¬ 
ers turn our attention to 
the game on the field. We 
hope the owners feel the 
same way.” 

In response, the NFL is¬

Hardin said steroids 
would have been “incredi¬ 
bly inconsistent with his 
career and beliefs that 
there’s no way he would 
have done it.”
